On February 22, 1973, an efficiency survey was conducted at the Newhalem 
STP.  The survey period was from 0830 to 1700 hours, compositing every hour.  
The plant is new and in very good appearance, with good security. 

Melvin Mohn, the operator, indicated a washout problem due to oversizing of the plant for 
tourist season.  This can be identified with the high total coliform of 40,000 to 110,000/100 
ml, and dilute mixed liquor.  Also, COD and total solids reduction was about 50 percent.
